Pic- 
ture to yourself if you can an enor- 
mous hut, packed to the doors with 
men, a hut so deep that one had 
to shade one's eyes to see between 
the roof lights some ol those stand- 
ing in the background around the 
doorways. Every one present was 
a soldier in the King's service, ex- 
cept three or fonr Salvation Array 
Officers, Miss Mary Booth, and the 
writer. Thci-e was a Band, a 
scratch" Band, made up from sol- 
dier volunteers, which, at least, gave 
point and vctumc to our singing. 
Not that it needed it, for when 
the lads get going they sing loudly 
enough to take the roof off. 

I looked over the closely-packed 
line after line of soldiers in front 
of mc. They were mostly a't'll^^ri'; 
men. Only a fortnight before I had 
spent some time during one great 
battfe among the artillery, where 
our iTuns were planted in the open, 
and where our men were firiiiB 
steadily, without a tremor and with- 
out hesitation, themselves m tlie 
area where German shells were 
bursting all around them. The ter- 
rific roar of our own fire and of 
the exploding German shells seemed 
to wipe out all other sounds. Great 
black masses- hurtling up suddtnly 
from ground to air told where shells 
were bursting. There were proces- 
sions of ambulances. The whole 
presented a picture of the artillery- 
man nt war ^o vivid that it will 
-never be- erased from my fliemory. 
Metnoriea. of Home. 
Now I saw these same gunners 
in other guise. When J/tisspooth 
TOBc to Bpeai. quietly and pctsuasr 
ivcly, to them- of home and hope 
and the higher things of life, I saw 
tears come to the eyes of soldiera 
who had norycr f;*ItcrcM?^'h?n "SH" 
ing was on. ' Miss Mary Bopth m- 
berils great gifts as a. speaker,- She 
has a persotiaHty that lays hold ol 
the very roughest audiences.

During the Meeting word comes 
that they must be paraded at a^o 
a,™, for ±he boat It is only seven 
in tbe tvcning now. "floys,"^ says 
the Solvation Army Colonel, what 
do you sav to keeping ou the Meet- 
ing until it'is time to parade?"
